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Cyber attack targeted town’s payroll system

LUDLOW — A recent cy- 
ber attack on the town’s com- 
puter network impacted its pay- 
roll system and other parts of its 
IT infrastructure, officials said. 

Ludlow Town Administra- 
tor Ellie Villano said a hacker 
or hackers breached the system 
on Dec. 2 in what she called a 
ransomware attack. In this type 


of crime — which targets munic- 
ipalities and companies of all 
sizes as well as individuals — the 
cyber intruder gains access to 
a computer, device or network 
and locks out the owner until a 
ransom is paid. Often, the de- 
mand is for payment in bitcoin 
or other digital currency that is 
more difficult to trace than tradi- 
tional forms of payment. 

Villano said the town “im- 
mediately engaged legal counsel 


and a leading incident response 
team to assess, contain, and re- 
mediate the damage caused by 
this incident.” 

The town was still trying to 
determine early this week if any 
financial data was stolen from 
the town. The payroll system 
was restored by Dec. 10, Villano 
said. 

An investigation was initiat- 
ed by the Ludlow Police Depart- 
ment, according to Police Chief 


Dan Valadas, who said the de- 
partment’s computers were not 
breached in the attack. LPD Det. 
Sgt. David Kornacki is the lead 
investigator and the department 
is working with the U.S. Secret 
Service and the support team the 
town brought in. 

“Once the investigation has 
concluded, town officials will

Financial help to avoid eviction available

REGION — While some 
people are fretting over getting 
home for the holidays this year, 
others are worried about having 
a roof over their heads at all. 

A lack of affordable hous- 
ing has been an issue long be- 
fore this year began, but the 
COVID-19 pandemic has exac- 
erbated it. The hit the economy 
has taken because of the virus 
includes an erosion of jobs and 
the income that comes with it. 
This not only puts homeowners 
and renters in a bind, but land- 
lords as well — particularly those 
who owe mortgages on their in- 
vestment properties.

you can help people and I think it’s 
something that we should look at as 
much as possible. I look forward to 
meeting people as they come in and 
drop off non-perishable good. Peo- 
ple need help and we’re in the busi- 
ness to help people, and that’s what 
we want to show people. As police 
officers, we care.” 

Heather Clark, interim director 
of Open Pantry Services Inc., said 
the pantry is typically closed on 
Saturdays but will be open Dec. be- 
cause of the food drive.

Poinsettias 
appreciate 
extra TLC 


Every Christ- 
mas the poinsettia 
takes the stage, 
front and center, 
in grocery and box 
store displays. The 
deep red_ bracts 
lure buyers to 
make them part of 
their holiday deco- 
rating. Pretty? For | == 
sure, but without Roberta McQuaid 
proper care, the Columnist 
plant won’t have a 
chance past New Year’s Day. Let’s learn what 
we can do to keep this favorite looking its 
best throughout the holiday season and then 
some. 

It’s important that you start off with a 
healthy plant. Choose a poinsettia with dark 
green foliage all the way to the soil line. 
Color should completely cover the bracts 
on the upper portion of the plant. Avoid 
plants whose flowers (located in the center 
of the bracts) show pollen. If pollen is evi- 
dent, the plant is old. Be wary of those that 
are displayed in plastic or paper sleeves or 
even those that are elbow to elbow. Poinset- 
tias need room to spread out, and the longer 
they are cramped, the more likely it is that 
their quality will be impacted. Wilted plants 
are also best avoided, as this may indicate 
more than dry soil alone. 

Poinsettias are cold sensitive. Tempera- 
tures under 50 degrees for even a few min- 
utes can damage the plant. Therefore, insert 
into a bag or protective sleeve for the ride 
home from the store and do not leave in an 
unheated car while you run other errands! 
Once home, position the poinsettia in a lo- 
cation where it will receive indirect light 
for at least six hours a day. Avoid drafts, 
warm or cold, and place far enough away 
from windows to prevent the foliage from 
touching cold glass. Chances are if you are 
comfortable inside, your poinsettia will be 
as well. Temperatures from 65 to70 degrees 
during the day to around 55 at night will 
extend its life. 

Check the plant often to see if it needs 
water. If the soil is dry, water until drop- 
lets leak through the drainage holes in the 
pot. Saucers shouldn’t accumulate water. 
Dump the excess out after each watering so 
the plant won’t reabsorb it and become wa- 
terlogged. Soil that remains soaking wet is 
likely to cause root rot. A visual indication 
of this irreversible disease is curled, wilting 
foliage and bracts. Hold off on fertilizing 
the plant while it is in bloom. 

It’s unfortunate that few people keep 
their poinsettias past the holiday season. 
When I was a kid my Mom succeeded at 
getting hers to bloom again the following 
Christmas. Here’s what to do if you’d like 
to try it: In early April cut back the plant to 
eight inches. Fertilize with an all purpose 
houseplant fertilizer once a month. New 
growth should appear by the end of May. 
After the danger of frost has passed, move 
the plant outdoors. Continue to water but 
increase fertilization to every two weeks. 
Pinch plants in late June or early July to 
promote bushy growth. At this time you 
may also wish to repot the poinsettia. Se- 
lect a pot one size larger, filling around the 
root ball with a good potting soil. Bring the 
plant indoors as temperatures fall. 

The poinsettia is photoperiodic, and 
long nights of uninterrupted darkness en- 
courage it to bloom. In greenhouses, grow- 
ers go to great lengths to withhold light, as 
even small amounts can delay or stop the 
plant from setting bud. At home, putting the 
plant in the closet for 14 hours each night is 
your best bet. Most people get on a 5 p.m.

DOC implements 
modified operations at 
facilities statewide 


MILFORD — As part of a concert- 
ed effort to protect the health and safety 
of inmates, patients, and staff, the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Correction 1s 
taking affirmative steps in a continuing 
effort to reduce the introduction, expo- 
sure, and transmission of COVID-19 at 
its facilities. 

As of Nov. 16, the Department’s 16 
facilities went into modified operations 
for a period of 14 days to allow the de- 
partment to continue to provide a second 
round of universal COVID-19 testing 
for all inmates while also providing uni- 
versal testing for staff. Inmates will still 
have access to medication distribution, 
sick calls, medical appointments, mental 
health contacts, showers, disinfecting of 
rooms, telephone use, and tier time. 

General visitation will be tempo- 
rarily suspended during this time; at- 
torney visits and releases from custody 
will continue as scheduled. To promote 
and maintain connected relationships 
with families and loved ones while the 
pandemic necessarily limits visitation, 
the Department launched video visita- 
tion this summer and is in the process 
of expanding its video infrastructure to 
provide for virtual visitations at all facil- 
ities. The Department is also expanding 
inmate access to phone and email com- 
munication during this time. 

The Department of Correction’s 
COVID-19 Information Guide provides 
additional information that will help 
address many commonly-asked ques- 
tions regarding the DOC’s response to 
COVID-19 and the steps we have tak- 
en to help protect the health of those in 
our care.
